TO DAILY CABLES, WHICH ENABLED US TO CONTINUE NEGOTIATIONS WITHOUT 
HITCH. HEREWITH IS OFFICIAL TEXT OF 1977/78 PROGRAM, SIGNED 
JANUARY 29 AT 1000, PRECEDED BY EMBASSY COMMENTS ON LAST-MINUTE 
DEVELOPMENTS. 

2. ART I-3-ROMANIANS ACCEPTED US POSITON ON PRIVATE EXCHANGES, 

INDICATING THEY CAN WORK OUT SOME KIND OF FUNDING ARRANGMENT WITHOUT 
LISTING AGREEMENTS. ELEVENTH-HOUR DISCUSSIONS PRODUCED SUGGESTION 
FROM MINFIN TO LIST ONLY ROMANIAN INSTITUTIONS WITH PRIVATE AGREEMENTS,

PROGRAM OF COOPERATION AND EXCHANGES 

BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE SOCIALIST REPUBLIC OF ROMANIA IN EDUCATIONAL, 
CULTURAL, SCIENTIFIC, TECHNOLOGICAL AND OTHER FIELDS FOR THE 
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YEARS 1977 AND 1978. 

IN ORDER TO CARRY OUT THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT 
OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
SOCIALIST REPUBLIC OF ROMANIA ON COOPERATION AND EXCHANGES IN THE 
CULTURAL, EDUCATIONAL, SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL FIELDS 
SIGNED AT BUCHAREST ON DECEMBER 13, 1974, AND IN THE SPIRIT OF 
THE FINAL ACT OF THE CONFERENCE ON EUROPEAN SECURITY AND 
COOPERATION, THE PARTIES WILL MAKE EVERY EFFORT TO CARRY OUT THE 
FOLLOWING PROGRAM FOR THE YEARS 1977 AND 1978. 

ARTICLE I: EDUCATION 

1 . THE PARTIES WILL EXCHANGE ANNUALLY: 

A. FROM 15 TO 20 GRADUATE STUDENTS (FOR A FULL ACADEMIC 
YEAR) OR RESEARCH SCHOLARS (FOR PERIODS OF 3 TO 10 MONTHS) FOR 
A TOTAL OF 120 TO 180 PERSON-MONTHS. OF THESE AT LEAST 5 FROM 
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EACH SIDE WILL BE GRADUATE STUDENTS. 

B. FROM 6 TO 10 SENIORSKCHOLARS, SPECIALISTS OR OFFICIALS 
FOR CISITS OF UP TO 30 DAYS FOR THE PURPOSE OF LECTURING, 

OBSERVATION OR CONSULTATION IN MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE FIELDS. 

C. FROM 8 TO 1 1 UNIVERSITY FACULTY MEMBERS O LECTURE 

FOR PERIODS OF UP TO 10 MONTHS IN THE LANGUAGE, LISTERATURE AND 
CIVILIZATION OF THE TWO CUNTRIES AND IN OTHER MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE 
FIELDS. 

D. 3 AMERICAN LECTURERS TO TEACH AT SUMMER COURSES ORGAN- 
IZED FOR ROMANIAN TEACHERS OF ENGLISH. 

2. NOMINATIONS UNDER PARAGRAPH 1 ABOVE MAY BE IN ALL FIELDS, 

BUT THE PARTIES WILL GIVE SPECIAL CONSIDERATION TO AMERICAN AND 
ROMANIAN STUDIES, AND TO SUCH SPECIFIC FIELDS AS AGRICULTURE AND 
UNCLASSIFIED

FOOD RESOURCES, ECONOMICS, ENERGY RESOURCES, MANAGEMENT, BUSI- 
NESS ADMINISTRATION AND OTHER SOCIAL SCIENCES. THE PARTIES WILL 
MAKE EVERS EFFORT TO ACHIEVE A BALANCE ON BOTH SIDES BETWEEN THE 
PURE AND APPLIED SCIENCES AND OTHER FIELDS. 

3. THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE THE CONCLUSION OF ARRANGE- 
MENTS FOR DIRECT COOPERATION BETWEEN UNIVERSITIES AND INSTITU- 
TIONS OF HIGHER LEARNING AND RESEARCH OF THE TWO COUNTRIES. 

SUCH ARRANGEMENTS MAY INCLUDE, BUT NEED NOT BE LIMITED TO, 
COOERATIVE RESEARCH PROJECTS, THE GRANTING OF SCHOLARSHIPS 

AT THE UNDERGRADUATE AND GRADUATE LEVELS, AND THE EXCHANGE OF 
SENIOR SCHOLARS FOR LECTURING AND RESEARCH. 

4. THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE THEIR ACADEMIC 

INSTITUTIONS GENERALLY TO SEND AND RECEIVE LECTURERS, RESEARCH 
SCHOLARS AND GRADUATE STUDENTS TO LECTURE OR TO STUDY AT THEIR 
OWN EXPENSE. 

5. DURING THE PERIOD OF THE PROGRAM EACH PARTY WILL 
ORGANIZE IN ITS OWN COUNTRY ONE CONFERENCE ON AN ASPECT OF 
EDUCATION, THE THEME OF WHICH WILL BE AGREED ON THROUGH DIPLO- 
MATIC CHANNELS. EACH CONFERENCE MAY BE ATTENDED BY THREE OR 
FOUR SPECIALISTS FROM EACH COUNTRY AND WILL INCLUDE VISITS TO 
APPROPRIATE EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. THE TWO PARTIES WILL 
AGREE ON DATES AND AGENDAS 90 DAYS PRIOR TO EACH CONFERENCE. 

6. THE PARTIES AGREE TO EXPLORE THE POSSIBILITY OF AN 

EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION AND CONSULTATION CONERNING EQUIVALENCY 
OF DEGREES. 

7. THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE THEIR UNIVERSITY LIBRARIES 
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AND OTHER CENTERS OF DOCUMENTATION TO EXCHANGE PERIODIC PUBLICA- 
TIONS, EDUCATIONAL MATERIALS AND OTHER INFORMATION REGARDING 
THE ECONOMY. GEOGRAPHY, HISTORY, GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS AND 
CULTURE OF THE TWO CUNTRIES. 
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ARTICLE II: SCIENCE, TECHNOLOGY AND HEALTH 

1 . IN ORDER TO CARRY OUT THE PROVISIONS OF ARTICLE III OF 
THE ABOVE MENTIONED AGREEMENT, THE PARTIES AGREE TO TAKE ALL 
APPROPRIATE MEASURES TO ACHIEVE THE FULFILLMENT OF THE FOLLOWING 
EXISTING UNDERSTANDINGS AND AGREEMENTS: 

A. THE MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING OF SEPTEMBER 21, 1973 
BETWEEN THE NATIONAL SCIENCE FOUNDATION OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA AND THE NATIONAL COUNCIL FOR SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY THE 
THE SICLALIST REPUBLIC OF ROMANIA. 

B. THE MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING OF SEPTEMBER 20, 

1971 BETWEEN THE ATOMIC ENERGY COMMISSION OF THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA AND THE STATE COMMITTEE FOR NUCLEAR ENERGY

SOCIALIST REPUBLIC OF ROMANIA. 

D. THE AGREEMENT FOR ESCHANGES OF JUNE 22, 1973 BETWEEN THE 
INTERNATIONAL RESEARCH AND EXCHANGES BOARD (IREX) OF THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA AND THE NATIONAL COUNCIL FOR SCIENCE AND

F. THE UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN THE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH, 
EDUCATION AND WELFARE (DHEW) OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 
AND THE MINISTRY OF HEALTH OF THE SOCIALIST REPULIC OF ROMANIA, 
CONTAINED IN THE DHEW'S LETTERS OF DECEMBER 14, 1972 AND 
JANUARY 15, 1974, AND THE MINISTRY OF HEALTH'S LETTERS OF MARCH 
22, 1973 AND JANUARY 29, 1974. 

2. IN CONNECTION WITH PARAGRAPH 1 (F) ABOVE, THE DHEW AND THE 
MINISTRY OF HEALTH WILL PROVIDE FOR THE EXCHANGE OF SPECIALISTS 
FOR PROFESSIONAL VISITS (SPECIALIZATION AND EXCHANGE OF 
EXPERIENCE) TOTALLING 24 PERSON MONTHS FOR EACH SIDE 
ANNUALLY. 

A. SHORT-TERIM VISITS SHALL BE CONSIDERED AS PERIODS OF AT 
LEAST 30 DAYS, EXCEPT IN THE CASE OF GROUPS, WHICH MAY BE FOR 
2-3 WEEKS. 

B. LONG-TERM VISITS SHALL BE CONSIDERED AS PERIODS OF AT 
LEAST 60 DAYS, AND NOT TO EXCEED 180 DAYS. 

THE PARTIES WILL ALSO FACILITAT: (A THE EXCHANGE OF 
INFORMATION, PUBLICATIONS, AND DOCUMENTATION IN THE FIELDS OF 
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HEALTH CARE AND MEDICAL RESEARCH; (B) THE EXCHANGE OF 
PUBLISHED STATISTICAL DATA ON EPIDEMIC DISEASES AND THE 
GENERAL STATE OF HEALTH OF THE POPULATION OF THE TWO CUNTRIES; 
AND (C) COLLABORATION BETWEEN THE DHEW OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA AND THE MINISTRY OF HEALTH OF THE SOCIALIST REPUBLIC OF 
ROMANIA. DETAILS OF THE SPECIFIC EXCHANGES PROVIDED FOR UNDER 
THIS PARAGRAPH, INCLUDING NECESSARY ADMINISTRATIVE ARRANGE- 
MENTS, AS WELL AS ANY NEW EXCHANGES IN THE FIELD OF HEALTH OR 
CHANGE IN THE PERSON-MONTH QUOTA, SHALL BE AGREED UPON 
DIRECTLY BETWEN THE DHEW AND THE MINISTRY OF HEALTH. 

ARTICLE III: CULTURE 
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1 . THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE THE EXCHANGE OF MUSICAL, 

DANCE AND THEATRICAL GROUPS AND INDIVIDUAL ARTISTS. THE 
AMERICAN SIDE WILL ENCOURAGE AMERICAN IMPRESARIOS TO ACCEPT 
ROMANIAN PERFORMING ARTS GROUPS AND INDIVIDUAL ARTISTS IN THE 
UNITED STATES. THE ROMANIAN SIDE WILL ENCOURAGE THE AGENCY 
FOR ARTISTIC MANAGEMENT (ARIA) TO ACCEPT AMERICAN PERFORMING 
ARTS GROUPS AND INDIVIDUAL AMERICAN ARTISTS IN THE SOCIALIST 
REPUBLIC OF ROMANIA. 

THE PARTIES WILL INVESTIGATE THE POSSIBILITIES AND 
ENCOURAGE THE VISIT OF A ROMANIAN THEATRE GROUP TO THE UNITED 
STATES AND A VISIT BY AN AMERICAN THEATRE GROUP TO ROMANIA. 

2. THE PARTIES WILL MAKE EVERY EFFORT TO RECEIVE 6 
SPECIALISTS ANNUALLY FOR LECTURES ON THE HISTORY AND CIVIL- 
IZATION OF THE TWO COUNTRIES, AS WELL AS FOR VISITS OF 
OBSERVATION AND EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION IN THE FIELDS OF 
LITERATURE, MUSIC, AND OTHER CULTURAL AND ARTISTIC FIELDS. 

THE VISITS WILL BE UP TO 30 DAYS EACH, WITH THE UNDERSTAND- 
ING THAT 3 OF THE SPECIALISTS MAY BE CONSIDERED FOR VISITS 
OF UP TO 90 DAYS EACH. 

3. THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE THE PERFORMANCE OF 
THEATRICAL AND MUSICAL PLAY OF EACH COUNTRY I THE OTHER, 
SUBJECT TO THE LEGAL REQUIREMENTS OF EACH COUNTRY, INCLUDING, 
IF NECESSARY, THE CONSENT OF THE AUTHOR. 

4. THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE THE LIBRARY OF CONGRESS 
AND OTHER LIBRARIES IN THE UNITED STATES AND THE CENTRAL 
STATE LIBRARY AND OTHER LIBRARIES IN THE SOCIALIST REPUBLIC OF 
ROMANIA TO EXPAND EXISTING EXCHANGES OF BOOKS AND PRINTED OR 
DUPLICATED MATERIALS. 

5. THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE, SUBJECT TO THE LEGAL 
REQUIREMENTS OF EACH COUNTRY, INCLUDING, IF NECESSARY, THE 
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CONSENT OF THE AUTHOR, THE TRANSLATION AND PUBLICATION IN 
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EACH COUNTRY OF SCIENTIFIC, SCHOLARLY AND LITERARY WORKS OF 
THE OTHER. IN ORDER TO EXPAND COOPERATION IN THIS FIELD, THE 
AMERICAN SIDE WILL ENCOURAGE THE VISIT TO THE UNITED STATES OF 
TWO REPRESENTATIVES OF ROMANIAN PUBLISHING HOUSES. 

6. THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE THE RECIPROCAL EXCHANGE OF 
SCHOLARLY AND DOCUMENTARY PUBLICATIONS AND MICROFILMS AMONG 
THEIR ARCHIVES, LIBRARIES AND MUSEUMS. 

7. THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE THE EXCHANGE OF 
SPECIALIZED PUBLICATIONS AND MICRFILMS OF DOCUMENTS (FOR 
PAYMENT) BETWEEN THE NATINAL ARCHIVES OF THE UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA AND THE GENERAL DEPARTMENT OF THE STATE ARCHIVES 
OF THE SOCIALIST REPUBLIC OF ROMANIA. THE PARTIES WILL 
ENCOURAGE THE EXCHANGE OF PERSONS FOR PURPOSES OF INFORMA- 
TIONAL VISITS TO THE RESPECTIVE ARCHIVES AND FOR ARCHIVAL 
RESEARCH FOR A PERIOD NOT TO EXCEED A TOTAL OF 90 DAYS ON 
EACH SIDE ANNUALLY. 

8. THE PARTIES AGREE TO EXCHANGE TWO OFFICIAL EXHIBITS, 

EACH TO BE SHOWN IN 3-4 CITIES OF THE OTHER COUNTRY FOR AN 
AVERAGE OF 3-4 WEEKS IN EACH CITY. THE THEMES OF THESE 
EXHIBITS WILL BE IN THE FIELDS OF ART, CULTURE, EDUCATION 

OR GENERAL INFORMATION AND WILL BE DETERMINED, TOGETHER WITH 
OTHER DETAILS, THROUGH DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS. IN 1977 THE 
ROMANIAN SIDE WILL SEND TO THE UNITED STATES, AND THE AMERICAN 
SIDE WILL RECEIVE, ONE EXHIBIT OF CONTEMPORARY ROMANIAN ART, AS 
WELL AS 2-3 SMALLER DOCUMENTARY AND ART EXHIBITS DEVOTED TO THE 
CENTENNIAL OF ROMANIA'S STATE INDEPENDENCE FOR WHICH THE AMERICAN 
SIDE WILL PROVIDE FACILITATIVE ASSISTANCE. THE EXHIBITS OF EACH 
COUNTRY MAY INCORPORATE OTHER MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE ACTIVITES SUCH 
AS CONRERENCES, SYMPOSIUMS AND OTHER ACTIVITIES RELATED TO THE 
THEMES AND MAY BE ACCOMPANIED BY SUCH PERSONNEL AS THE SENDING 
SIDE DEEMS NECESSARY. 

9. THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE THE EXCHANGE OF ART EXHIBITS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BETWEEN THE UNION OF PLASTIC ARTISTS OF THE SOCIALIST REPUBLIC OF 
ROMANIA AND SIMILAR ORGANIZATIONS OR ART GALLERIES IN THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA ON THE BASIS OF ARRANGEMENTS MADE DIRECTLY BY 
THOSE ORGANIZATIONS. 
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10. THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE OTHER EXCHANGES OF EXHIBITS 

IN THE FIELDS OF SCIENCE. EDUCATION OR INFORMATION FOR WHICH THE 
ARRANGEMENTS WILL BE MADE DIRECTLY BETWEEN RESPONSIBLE INSTITU- 
TIONS OR ORGANIZATIONS OF THE TWO COUNTRIES. 

11. EACH PARTY WILL FACILITATE THE OTHER'S PARTICIPATION 

IN EXHIBITS AND OTHER INTERNATIONAL ARTISTIC OR CULTURAL EVENTS 
ORGANIZED IN ITS OWN COUNTRY. 

12. THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE MUSEUMS OF THE TWO COUNTRIES 
TO EXCHANGE EXHIBITS, INFORMATIONAL MATERIALS, ALBUMS, ART 
MONOGRAPHS, AND OTHER PUBLICATIONS OF MUTUAL INTEREST. 

13. IN ORDER TO EXPAND COOPERATION IN THE MEDIUM OF FILMS, 
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THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE: (A) TH EXCHANGE OF MUTUALLY ACCEPT- 
ABLE DOCUMENTARY AND SCIENTIFIC FILMS; (B) THE EXCHANGE OF FILM 
PUBLICATIONS AND CONTACTS BETWEEN ASSO- 
CIATIONS OF FILM SPECIALISTS 

OF THE TWO COUNTRIES; (C) THE PARTICIPATION OF FILM SPECIALISTS 
AND THE SHOWING OF FILMS AT INTERNATIONAL FILM FESTIVALS OR 
CINEMATOGRAPHIC MEETINGS ORGANIZED BY EACH COUNTRY; (D) THE 
SPONSORING BY APPROPRIATE ORGANIZATIONS IN EACH COUNTRY OF A FILM 
WEEK DEVOTED TO THE FILMS OF THE COUNTRY; (E) THE EXCHANGE OF 
FILMS AND INFORMATIONAL MATERIALS BETWEEN THE NATIONAL FILM 
ARCHIVES OF THE SOCIALISTS REPUBLIC OF ROMANIA AND APPROPRIATE 
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INSTITUTIONS IN THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA; (F) COOPERATION IN 
PRODUCTION OF DOCUMENTARY AND FEATURE FILMS; (G) EXCHANGE OF FILMS 
ON A COMMERCIAL BASIS. 

14. IN ORDER TO MARK THE CENTENNIAL OF ROMANIA'S STATE 
INDEPENDENCE THE AMERICAN SIDE WILL FACILITATE THE ORGANIZA- 
TION OF VARIOUS CULTURAL AND SCHOLARLY PROGRAMS IN THE UNIED 
STATES DURING 1977. ARRANGEMENTS FOR THESE PROGRAMS WILL BE MADE 
TRHOUGH APPROPRIATE DIPLOMATIC OR PRIVATE CHANNELS. 
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ARTICLE IV: PRESS, RADIO TELEVISION 

1 . THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE AND FACILITATE CONTACTS AND 
EXCHANGES BETWEEN APPROPRIATE ORGANIZATIONS OF UHE TWO COUNTIRES 
IN THE FIELDS OF RADIO AND TELEVISION, INCLUDING THE EXCHANGE OF 
SPECIALISTS, MATERIALS, PROGRAMS AND FILMS. 

2. THE PARTIES WLL ENCOURAGE AND FACILITATE DIRECT

AUTHORITIES FROM THE TWO COUNTRIES FOR CNTACTS AND CONSULTATIONS 
IN THE FIELDS OF THEIR SPECIALTIES. DETAILS 

WILL BE ARRANGED THROUGH DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS. 

2. THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE THE EXCHANGE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES OF PROFESSIONAL AND PUBLIC ORGANIZATIONS. THE DECISIONS AND 
IMPLEMENTING CONDITIONS OF THESE EXCHANGES REST WITH THE RESPEC- 
TIVE ORGANIZATIONS. 

3. THE PARTIES WILL PROMOTE THE EXCHANGE OF DELEGATIONS OF 
YOUTH ORGANIZATIONS IN EACH COUNTRY FOR VISITS OF INFORMATION AND 
OBSERVATION IN ORDER TO REACH A BETTER UNDERSTANDING OF THE WAY 
OF LIFE, CULTURE AND YOUTH ACTIVITIES IN THE OTHER COUNTRY. THE 
PARTIES WILL ALSO ENCOURAGE TOURIST EXCHANGES, ON A MUTUAL BASIS, 
BETWEEN YOUTH ORGANIZATIONS OF THE TWO COUNTRIES. THE DECISIONSJN 
IMPLEMENTING AND FINANCIAL CONDITIONS REGARDING THESE 
EXCHANGES REST WITH THE RESPECTIVE ORGANIZATIONS. 

ARTICLE VI: SPORTS 

THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE THE DEVELOPMENT OF EXCHANGES 

IN THE FIELD OF SPORTS AND EXCHANGES OF EXPERIENCE AND INFORMATION 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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BETWEEN SPORTS ORGANIZATIONS AND PHYSICAL EDUCATION INSTITUTIONS 
OF THE TWO COUNTRIES. THE FINANCIAL TERMS OF THESE EXCHANGES 
WILL BE AGREED UPON BY THE APPROPRIATE ORGANIZERS. 

ARTICLE VII: GENERAL 

1 . THE EXCHANGES AND VISITS PROVIDED FOR HEREIN SHALL BE 
SUBJECT TO THE CONSTITUTIONAL REQUIREMENTS AND APPLICABLE LAWS 
AND REGULATIONS OF THE TWO COUNTRIES. WITHIN THIS FRAMEWORK, BOTH
